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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1, applicant argues "nothing in 
Ulander indicates that the aircraft carries a plurality of radar receiving antennas for receiving the arrays, or that SARIand SAR2 are two 
receivers carried by the same aircraft and forming an array". However, the antennas are carried by the same aircraft and are forming an 
array (see figure 1, Abstract, coL 3 lines 55-67). 

Regarding claim 12, applicant argues "Ulander does not disclose its radar system receiving a return of a transmitted signal reflected by 
the subsurface object". However, this is what the system does! (See the figures 6-11, Abstract). 

Regarding claims 19 and 20, applicant argues the Ulander teaches carrier wave modulated SAR signals (col. 8 lines 9-12), however does 
not teach if it frequency or phase modulation. Even though Ulander is does not mention "frequency modulation" as claimed, the system 
of Ulander teaches using carrier wave modulated SAR signals, which is inherently frequency modulated at least, since the choice of 
frequency band is affects the measurement (ground layers). 

Therefore, the rejections are maintained.
